the food valucs off various ineets,, 


vegetables and fruits. Heoutlined the 
Process of food through the body and 
the effect it had on the system. A 
person should know what to eat and 
when to eat. Never eat too much. If 
too much is eaten and is not properly 
digested, it is injurious rather than 
beneficial, If one is sluggish, do not 
eat meat. Fruits are most valuable 
for indigestion, and have a soothing 
effect on the kidneys and liver. No 
meat should be eaten without green 
vegetables, either raw or properly 
cooked. Children should eat lots of 
vegetables, especially spinach, and 
cheese should be eaten sparingly af- 
ter meals:: Good meats’ must have lots 
of fat, or they will be tough, but the 
fat should not be eaten. Too much 
fried food should not be eaten. Get 
all vegetables from the soil if possi- 
ble, but if this is impossible, eat 
canned vegetables.

Chairman and 
President of the Company _be- 
fore the members of the Cana- 
dian Industrial Traffic League at 
their banquet in Montreal re- 
cently. With the filling up 
.of this country and the advance- 
ment of its commerce, not only 
will new construction and new 
territory be required, but vastly 
enlarged and improved facilities in 
the older districts will be needed 
because. they will be outgrown by 
the needs of the communities for 
which they are provided,” he em- 
phasized when pointing his faith 
in the future of Canada and when 
urging upon his hearers and upon 
all other business men a “sympa- 
thetic regard for our needs and an 
accurate appreciation of what we 
have done and are endeavouring to 
do”. 

Declaring that the policy of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway was one 
of faith in Canada and intelligent 
self interest, Mr. Beatty supported 
his statements with a series of 

. graphic and deeply interesting fig- 
ures. This policy, he said, has re- 
sulted in capital’ expenditure of 
more than $386,000,000. during the 
past decade; improvements and 
nzw construction. which provided 
Canada not only. with improved 
railway facilities but with new 
hotels, new ocean fleets and with 
a deeper pride ‘and patriotism: in 
the Dominion as witnessed by the 
nation-wide response to he influ- 
ence and appeal of the music festi- 
vals held in cities from coast to 
coast, which festivals, he empha- 
sized, made a substantial contri- 
bution to the cultural life of this 
country and to its solidarity as a 
nation, 

Railway problems, Mr. Beatty 
continued, were no longer the 
problems of the railway operator, 
directors and shareholders exclu- 
sively. More and more the trans- 
portation companies were taking 
the business man generally and the 
public at large into their confidence 
in order that they could appreciate 
railway problems and in turn give 
their intelligent support to the 
transportation companies. The

It was true 
that the Canadian Pacific was 
earning’ and paying seven per cent 
on capital stock from railway carn- 
ings, but more was required in 
order to create reserve necessary 
‘for annual. capital expenditures ov 
part of them. Members of the 
Canadian Industrial Traffic League 
would appreciate the fate of a 
company which had to borrow 
everything it spent. 

Conditions in Canada during the 
latter part of 1929 resulting from 
the decrease in the western grain 
crop caused a serious decrease in 
railway earnings, but the decrease 
represented the result of an extra- 
ordinary combination of circum- 
stances. The railways hrd_ not 
failed in efficiency nor had the 
country suffered from anything 
approaching a general depression. 
It was not a condition to give much 
ground fo apprehension’ and the 
situation of 1929 was not likely to 
be repeated in subsequent years. 

The Ganadian Pacific Railway, 
Mr. Beatty said, had a peculiarly 
national significance in that 97 per 
cent of all its investments in rail, 
steamship, hotels, telegraphs and 
other activities was in Canada, and 
from the day of its inception its 

Olicies have been dictated by faith 
in Canada and by intelligent self, 
interest. “I.do not know of any 
combination of factors which tend 
more towards commercial suprem-. 
acy than a combination of national 
sentiment, a-sense of public duty 
and unremitting striving for effi- 
ciency, in order that the solvency of 
the undertaking may never be 
questioned and that its.owners may 
be adequatély rewarded,” the presi- 
derit declared when emphasizing 
that the Canadian Pacific was out: 
standing in these factors. 

“Improvements in physical con- 
ditions; construction of new lines 
and facilities is one way by which 
a corporation can show its faith 
and also its leadership”, Mr. 
Beatty continued. “The Canadian 
Pacific in the past ten years has 
spent millions of dollars on capital 
account ).in tvonnection with rail- 
ways, it: has done many things 
which represent a notable contribu- 
tion, not only to its own facilitics 
but to the communities in which 
its operations are conducted. In 
that short: period of. time, it has 
rock-ballasted over 2,000 miles of

of rail and has block-signalled over 
1,800 miles; also it has increased 
its rail mileage by almost 2,500 
miles, which a few years ago 
would have been considered a con- 
siderable system in itself. It has 
built at Vancouver one of the most 
modern piers in the world for ocean 
and coastal freight and passenger 
service. It has completed con- 
struction and lining of the great 
Connaught Tunnel in the Selkirk 
Mountains at a cost of more than 
eight million dollars. It has borne 
its share of the cost of the great 
viaduct in Toronto. It has spent 
millions of dollars in enlarging, 
modernizing and strengthening its 
bridges and it has made the most 
conspicuous development through 
the efforts of Canadian engineers 
in designing and constructing the 
largest and most powerful locomo- 
tives in the British Empire. 


The value of the Canadian Paci- 
fic as a good citizen was pointed 
out by the railway President. For 
many years, and particularly since 
the war the Canadian Pacifie and 
many other companies have en- 
deavoured to associate themselves 
with, and support many community 
movements and to assist hospitals 
and educational movements. The 
rules which applied to individual 
good citizenship also applied to cor- 
porations, 


It was a frequent and_ logical 
complaint of railways in the United 
States'that they were heavily taxed 
and that this taxation was almost 
crippling in ‘its effect.

FIRE INSURANCE 
- SCHEME ADOPTED 
--. BY CONVENTION 


Strong possibilities that school dis- 
tricts of the prairie provinces will 
take part in a pool fire insurance 
scheme, providing that the suggestion 
receives the edded support lof the 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba trustees, 
were revealed in the adoption of a 
report submitted by W. E. Turner, 
chairman of the insurance committee 
of the Alberta School,Trustees’ Asso- 
ciation, at the annual convention of 
that body in the Central United 
church, Calgary. 

This is the third convention of the 


Alberta trustees in which the insur- 


ance question has arisen. Last year a 
committee was appointed to look into 
the situation and since that time four 
joint meetings of a joint committee in 
which each of the three provincial 
trustee associations were repreSented 
by two delegates, have been held in 


| Regina. 


The first object sought, the report 
said, was the reduction of insurance 
premiums. Every avenue was explor- 
ed in this connection, and delegates 
from the underwriters were present 
upon two occasions, but seemed un- 
willing to try to meet the requests of 
the joint committee. Finally, a sug- 
gestion was brought in td form a mu- 
tual company, control of which would 
rest with the Associations but the 
_stiff legal and financial requirements

other than on the first of January 
should pay prorata only for the re- 
maining portion of the year. More 
than that, if a person gives up his 
license for any reason, he should 
have a refund made for the period of 
the year remaining after the delivery 
up of the license plate. 

Again we are told to lock at our 
telephone department. That until the 
government got under way, our tele- 
phones were a source of recurring de- 
ficits, but now we are enjoying yearly 
surpluses. In this connection, one 
must not fonget the increased levy 
‘made by the government on telephone 
users and the fact that more prosper- 
ous times have resulted in substan- 
tial additions to telephone users. 

“Probably the most important mat- 
ter referred to in the Throne speech 
is the natural resources agreement. 
Those who have preceded me are loud 
in their praises of the premier for 
the part he has played in the con- 
summation of that agreement. I would 
not deny him the fullest credit for his 
work, but, unlike the previous speak- 
ers, I am not unmindful of the fact 
the premier is like ordinary mortals, 
quite unable to make an agreement 
\unless other persons are willing: 
that an agreement: must be made be- 
tween at least two minds, and in this} 
case, however well-intentioned hej 
may have been, without the willing 
agreement of the Federal Gocernment’ 
the premier coulq not have achieved 
any success at this time. 

‘We have indeed a remarkable in. 
heritance, but it is our duty to insist 
on sane, orderly and wise develop 
ment, never again allowing our util- 
ities and public services to outrun 
settled and promising communities. 
I do not know if the government vet

necessary, one is rather inclined to 
lay less stress on its importance. 

{The question of primary import- 
ance is whether or not our people are 
too heavily tax burdened, whether the 
financial burdens should not’ be 
lightened. We have a population in 
Alberta of slightly over 600,000 souls, 
only one out of every five being a tax- 
payer. Therefore 120,000 people must 
pay the costs of our provincial gov- 
ernment. For the last fiscal year the 
public revenue collected by the gov- 
ernment amounted to $15,265,083. An 
average: per taxpayer of $127.00. In 
1921, when this government took of- 
fice the revenue ‘ collected i taxes 
amounted to only $8,456,946, or slight- 
ly more than half of last vear’s total, 
or an average per taxpayer of about 
$70.00. os 

Again it is well to remember that 
the public debt—-the mortgaga on our 
province—is rapidly increasing. The 
last available figures show a year's 
increase amounting to over $6,000,000. 
This wovernment’s addition to the 
public debt since 1922 and up to
